The only evidence against my belief is the 
letter which his sister recéived and his 
uncle, who ts here, does not know whether 
it is in Guy's handwriting.”’ 

No one seems to Know who Morgan’s 
theosophist associates were or whether he 
had any. It is a fact that the tenets of 
the creed he professed discountenance sui- 
cide and his friends do not think he would 
take his lfe to prove his sincerity in the 
faith.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


The St. Louis World’s Fair will be the second of the great Na- 
tional Centenniais. The first celebrated the birth of the na- 
The second will commemorate an event which led to con- 
sequences not less important than independence itself. 

The declaration of 1776 announced the independent sovyern- 
eignty of thirteen communities. The constitution of 1787, 
while formally uniting these communities under one govern- 
iment did not guiet the spirit of separatism. The States along 
the Atlantic coast were full of insubordination, and did=not 
‘submit readily to the national idéa. But with the purchase 
of Louisiana the nation became a fact, with that event the 
spirit of unity was born, and has grown in strength and benefi- 
cence With every passing decade. i 

The territory of old Louisiana has contributed more than its; 
share to the well-being of the United States. In material re- 
sources, in moral and intellectual vigor it is second to none, 

It has been the breeding place of men andideas. The whole 
world has been the gainer by the Americanization of the ter- 
ritory, and its Americanism has always been of the most 
original type. The inhabitants of this region may well feel 
proud of the part they have played inall the essential concerns 
of the country.

Judge Priest, attorney for the Lindell Railway, is much 
vexed over the suit brought to nullify the Lindell’s new fran- 
Chise on the xsround that it violates the third parallel law. 

Not only has the vexation of the learned counsel led him to 
severely criticise the conduct of Attorney-General Crow for 
appearing in the case, but it prompted him to make an ex- 
traordinary statement to the judges of the Supreme Court. 

In opposing the plea of the Attorney General for a delay to 
ifilean answer, Judge Priest urged the court to settle the mat- 
ter at once because it might affect a pending deal involving 
millions. 

It is exceedingly vexing to a corporation to have its pur- 
poses obstructed by legal proceedings, or to have the law and 
the court interfere with its business in sucha way as to affect 
@ pending deal involving millions. 

But justice is not supposed to take cognizance of the num- 
ber of dollars involved in a suit, or to diseriminate between a 
case inve'ving the millions of rich men or corporations and 
the hundreds of poor men. Judges have adhered to this 
theory of justice and often rebuke intimations to the contrary. 

If judges could be induced to make rulings so as to avoid 
affecting deals involving millions they might also be induced 
toavold rendering decisions which might prevent the consum- 
mation of profitable deals.

Dr. H. L. Nietert is the last to reiterate what every one 
knows, that the City Hospital is a death trgp. The terribly 
dangerous condition of the building has been shown so fre- 
quently that the people must have become tired of hearing 
about it.

Nietert says are not easy of access, the city government is

Commissary General Eagan’s bitter denunciation of Gen. 
Miles before the War Investigating Commission reveals a dis- 
graceful condition of demoralization in the army. It is in- 
conceivable that the army can any longer command public 
confidence, unless every source Of corruption is exposed fcear- 
lessly and thorcughly. 

Gen. Miles can hardly let this unbridled assault pass with- 
out demanding and getting a most complete investigation of 
his management of military affairs. He owes it to himself 
and to his own good name and fame. Moreover, he owes this 
duty to the army and the country. If discipline is so enfee- 
bled that a subordinate officer can, with impunity, denounce 
the Commanding General as a liar and a man who should be 
drummed out of the army, expelled from his clubs and 
shunned by every honest man, it is jhigh time to reorganize 
the whole service.* 

By ordering a court-martial for Gen. Eagan, Presideent Mc- 
Kinley would do the right thing. Eagan’s unbridled billings- 
gate directed against the commander of the army is a reflec- 
tion upon the army and the nation. Whatever the merits of 
the controversy may be his usefulness in the army is at an 
end. It is incomprehensible why the Investigating Committee 
appointed to ascertain the facts should have permitted such 
a disgraceful tirade of abuse from one officer against another.

IT LOCKS LIKE POISONING. 


Texarkana Interested in the Strange 
Death of Wyatt E. Andrews. 

TEXARKANA, Ark., Jan. 13.—Two days 
azo a man by the name of Wyatt E. 
Andrews died very mysteriously at the Frie 
boarding house here. His rema'‘ns were 
removed ta an’ undertaker’s, where an in- 
quest was held. Dr. L. f°. Wisdom testified 
that he believed that Andrews w as pois- 
oned, but nothing could be learned that 
would substantiate the poisoning theory, so 
the Coroner's jury dismissed the case. The 
strange part of the affair is that when An- 
drews died the proprietor said he had left 
no money, but afterward said he had given 
him $25 upon his arrival ere. The de- 
ceased Was a Mason, so the Masons of 
Texarkana took the matter tn hand, and 
When they visited the bo«rding house the 
proprietor turned over $100 more to them. 
Mrs. Frie afterward said Andrews had 
$100 when he arrived. It hetng impossible 
to fasten the crime of poisoning. the of- 
fleers then arrested Frie and his wife 
cnarging them with grand larceny. An- 
drews was an old Confederate. His brother 
is one of the leading physicians of Dallas.
